—Mr. E. B. Middlebrook Yeterinary surgeon, in
reply to a commuonleation from the president of
the society, says: “Pui o string or a bit of
wire in your own month, and after scenting it
there, attempt to ent even tie moat simple food.
It will Interfere with the proper flow of saliva,
which acts on the food during the process of
chewlng ; it will interfere with the proper separa.
tion of the food befuro it enters the stomuch ;
the constant frietion of the bit while the animal
is feeding acts slowly bat surely on the enamel
of the teeth, and thus causes the horse to lose
the use of his teeth long before nature fixes the
fimit, und makes him old before his time, and
man loses his vuiusbla services years beforethere
is auy necessity for it. You are aware that men
or animals die when deprived of the use of the
: tongue ; now & horss with & bit in his mouth,
| while feeding, is like un animal with ouly a plece

of his tongue. It is true be can chew aud fewd,
but this is only done partially. imperfectly and
inefliciently. It is therefore cruel, inhuman, and
shonld he stoppad by the strong arm of the luw
of your society. IF the bridle Is short, the bit
coriles in contnet with the bienspids and not oniy
destroys mastication, but eventually the ennme!
of the teeth ; If long, the bit may puss between
the incisors and the molars, and allows masties-
tion, but only of an imperfect nature. I may he
| told that spirited animais are frightened by re-
moving the bridle while in harness, the remedy
Is very simple, unbuekie the bridle on one side,
and drop the bhit; the bridle, nose-piees and

blinds are thus partially detached, but ean be at-
tached in x minute.
